 Identify how Forest Service State & Private Forestry program areas can contribute to 
long-term goals and strategies. 

 Provide a timeline to implement strategies and identify measures of success. 
 Describe how the State will address national State & Private Forestry themes and 

objectives. 
 Describe how strategies will be used to design annual plans and actions, and how

Criteria for Priority Areas: 
  

o Areas with driving concerns or benefits that warrant priority use of 
statewide resources.  Areas with multiple issues or strong influence of 1-2 
Issues (from SAFR). 

o Include landscapes, watersheds, urban areas, multi-state areas, 
or smaller areas with strong issues. 



o Areas with existing collaborative efforts and/or large commitments of 
resources (infers high concern or potential benefit with investment).  Or, 
Areas with high potential for collaborative efforts/large scale projects. 

o Areas that have identities-  areas that people will identify with, have a 
“story,” can be named. 

o Boundaries of Priority Areas should not be considered critical or fixed- 
look for general areas that can be pliable, adjustable to fit developing 
strategies/actions.
